GARRISON CHARGES 
PRE SSURE BY U.S. 

Declares ‘Federal Power’ 
Won’t Stop Plot Inquiry I

NEW ORLEANS, June 24- 
District Attorney Jim Garrison 
said last night that “a tremen- 
dous amount of Federal power” 
had been brought to bear on 
him in an attempt to stop his 
investigation of the assassina- 
tion of President Kennedy. 

He predicted that other ef- 
forts to curb him would be 
made. 

But, said Mr. Garrison, “there 
is not enough money in the 
United States Treasury and j 
there is not enough printer’s ink : 
in the country to keep us from j 
developing facts about the mur- 
der of President Kennedy.” 

He said the criticism of his 
investigation proved two things: 

“First, that we were correct ; 
when we uncovered the involve- 
ment of the C.I.A. [Central In- 
telligence Agency] in the as- 
sassination: second, that there 
is something very wrong today 
with our Government in Wash- 
ington, D. C., inasmuch as it is 
willing to use massive economic 
power to conceal the truth from 
the people.” 

‘No Substance’
